On July 16, 2002, Applicant's counsel contacted Examiner Mark S. Graham of Art 
Unit 3711, U.S. Patent and Trademark Office, regarding the above-referenced case. 
Applicant discussed proposed changes to the claims. The Examiner indicated that the claims 
were too extensive and would not be entered. Applicant stated that the claims should be 
considered as they were essentially the focus of argument and were simply clarifying 
limitations previously made and argued. The Examiner maintained that they were too 
extensive to consider.
